Predict Near 
Record Crops 


W ASHINGTON OP -A near-n-r rd 
crop production is in prospect for 
the 1955 harvest season 
Despite acreage controls, unsea­ 
sonal^ freezes, 
scaring drought, 
and the u.'Ual horde of crop de­ 
stroying insects, the nation’s farms 
are expected to harvest the larg 
cst crop since 1048. 
The 
Agriculture 
Departments 
crop reporting board, in its first 
overall look at 1955 prospects. Mon­ 
day forecast a corn crop of 3.450,- 
000,000 bushels, second only to the 
3.605.000.000 bushel crop of 1948. 
Such an outturn would be 16 per 
cent more than last year’s crop, 
and 12 per cent above the 10-year 
average 
j 
The wheat crop, beset b} drought 
in the southern Great Plains, acre 
age controls, and a lower parity 
support rate, 
was estimated at 
860.000.000 bushels. This is 15,000.- 
000 bushels above the June I fore 
least, but ll per cent smaller than 
the 1954 crop of 970,000.000 bush 
cis. 
The all-wheat crop includes 
663.000.000 bushels of winter wheat 
and 197,000,000 bushels of spring 
wheat. 
Despite a lower than aver 
age crop, there will be no danger 
of a wheat .shortage. 
The govern­ 
ment has enough wheat in storage 
which, added to the prospective 
I crop, will give the nation a two- 
year supply.
